London, August 17.—The most violent 
fighting in any theater of the war 
Thursday occurred on the western end 
of the British salient on the Somme. 
Six times the Germans advanced in a 
desperate effort to bend back the Brit- 
ish lines northwest of Pozieres. London 
reports that all of these assaults were 
repulsed with heavy losses, and that 
the British captured about one hundred 
yards of trenches northwest of Ba- 
zentin. 

An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion on the western front is that the 
Germans, contrary to their usual] prac- 
tice, have so far made no attempt to 
deliver a counter attack in the region 
where the French and British claim to 
have captured nearly three miles of 
trenches Wednesday. 

Some mystery extsts as to the situa- 
tion on the eastern front. For two 
consecutive days the Russians have an- 
nounced that nothing of importance 
had occurred. The Austrian and Ger- 
man war offices have been almost 
equally uncommunicative.

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SENATE COMMITTEE 
URGES BOND ISSUE 


Treasury Department Con- 
curs in Recommendation of 
$130,000,000 Issue to Meet 
Extraordinary Expenses. 


Washington, August 17.—A bond is- 
sue of $130,000.000 to meet extraordi- 
nary government expenditures, due to 
the Mexican situation, was unexpected- 
ly recommended to congress tonight 
by majority members of the senate 
finance committee, with the concurrence 
of the treasury department. 

The bond issue is urged in the report 
of the finance committee filed in the 
senate late today on the $205,000,000 
revenue bill. In addition to the propos- 
ed issue and the revenue bill the 
finance committee asserts that a fur- 
ther appropriation of $86,000,000 will be 
necesSary to defray the expense of op- 
erations in the Mexican emergency if 
conditions on the border continue as 
they are now, after December 31, 1916. 
The $130,000,000 "to be provided by the 
proposed bond the report says, 
will meet Mexican expenditures only 
until the end of this calendar year. 

Accompanying the finance committee 
majority's report submitted by Senator 
Simmons, was a general statement 
from the treasury department, estimat- 
ing disbursements for the fiscal year, 
1917, at $1,126,243,000 and receipts at 
$762,000,000.

Boston, August 17.—-The sighting o 
a large submarine, believed to have 
been the German .merchantman Deutch- 
land off the Grand Banks Saturday 
was reported by members of the crew 
of the Warren Liner Sachem in tonight 
from La Pallice, France, and Liverpool. 
The submersible was traveling in a 
northeasterly direction at moderate 
speed.

that she was a dismasted vessel. A few 
minutes later the submarine submerged 
and was not seen again. 

The quartermaster said that on her 
second day out from France the Sachem 
was pursued for eight hours by two 
submarines, believed to be German. The 
Sachem, making 14 Knots an,hour, suc- 
ceeded in keeping out of danger. The 
pursuit was ended, according to the 
quartermaster, when British patrol 
boats appeared and fired several shots 
at the submarines, with what result 
was not Known by the quartermaster.

mineral lands or water rights, or who 
seek permission to explore and exploit 
lands or fisheries,

Congress Takes Notice. 

With the growing seriousness of the 
situation, congress began paying more 
real attention to the crisis today and 
there were many indications of inter- 
vention to prevent a nation-wide tie- 
up. 
Pre eneral expectation is that the 
railroad officials, after seeing the pres- 
ident tomorrow, will ask that they be 
given several days, perhaps a week or 
more, to consider their course. A 
score of the officials who arrived to- 
night went into session with the man- 
agers committee. One of the matters 
under consideration was the prepara- 
tion of a statement to be — out 
before their visit to the president, put- 
ting their position before the country. 

While the railroad presidents would 
not make any prediction until they fa- 
mifliarized themselves with the situa- 
tion here there was more than one in- 


_dication that it would take a strong 


appeal to induce them to reverse the 
attitude that has been taken by their 
representatives on the managers com- 
mittee. 

Asked if the managers would be 
backed in their decision, President D. 
FE. Willard, of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
said: “Il assume they will be.” ' 


Make-up of Commission. 


Two plans are being considered for 
the make-up of all proposed commit- 
tees if the president's plan is accepted, 
The first provides for the appointment 
of all three members if that should 
be the size of the commission, by the 
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and the other for selection 
the members by him, and of 
he other two by the railroad ompiey- 
era and employees, respectively. The 
plan as presented by the president to 
the employees was couched in gen- 
eral terms and did not go into details. 

It is proposed that the commission 
be given power to summon witnesses 
and examine book's in order to arrive 
at the true cost of the proposed plan 
to the railroads. 

The conference between the presi- 
dent and the general committee of em- 
ployees lasted about an hour. The 
members of the committee were in- 
troduced to the president by A. B. 
Garretson, their spokesman, who point- 
ed out that the president's position 
in summoning representatives of a 
large number of working men to the 
white house without others present for 
a discussion of a labor problem stood 
unparalleled. 

n his talk to the men the president 
explained his feeling that a strike must 
be avoided at any cost because of the 
disastrous effect on the country. He 
then said that after reviewing the sit- 
uation thoroughly with the small com- 
mittees representing the employers and 
employees, he had drawn up a plan 
which he thought was fair to oth 
sides, and which he hoped would be 
accepted by both. 


Favors Eight-Hour Day. 


The president declared he believed in 
the principle of the eight-hour day, and 
that he thought the greater part of the 
people of the United States held a sim- 
ilar view. He also sought to impress 
on the men that he knew what it meant 
to work for a living. He said he had 
learned early in life the trials of ‘‘mak- 
~*~ both ends meet.” 

ageraina the collateral issues, the 
president admitted that he was at a 
loss to say how they should be settled. 
If the question of overtime and other 
problems were left to him, he said, he 
would have to ask for a commission to 
help him to decide what would be fair. 

He added that in his bellef there 
were enough honest men in the United 
States to decide these questions fairly 
to both sides, and that they would do 
so if called upon. 

At the conclusion of the president’s 
talk, the four brotherhood heads ques- 
tioned him in order to bring out all the 
points for the benefit of the members 
of the general committee who have not 
been at the previous white house con- 
ferences. 

The men declined an invitation of the 
president that they remain in the white 
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house, and decide whether they would 
approve or reject his proposition. Mr. 
Garretson explained that he believed it 
would be best for the men to go to their 
hall for a meeting. 


Brotherhood Men Pleased. 


The brotherhood men were pleased 
over the president’s plan and while 
leaders declined to forecast the action 
of the men when they vote on this to- 
morrow, everywhere the feeling e¢x- 
isted that they would approve it over- 
whelmingly. 

The president's decision to invite 
the railroad presidents to the white 
house was reached after he had become 
convinced that the committee of man- 
agers here would not consent to the 
eight-hour day plan. The invitations 
were sent to 19 railroad presidents at 
first, but it was extended to all presi- 
dents “immediately accessible,” 

The railroads presidents will see the 
president at 11:30 a. m. tomorrow and 
at that time he will explain to them 
in detail his plan, and make practically 
the same speech which he delivered 
to the employees today. 


RAIL BOARD OPENS 
INTRASTATE RATE

Data of Commission. 


Following Mr. Smith's” statement, 
Chairman Candler apprised the inter- 
ests represented at the hearing of data 
which the commission, largely through 
the efforts of its rate expert, J. Prince 
Webster, has gathered bearing upon 
the points to be settled in deciding 
upon the petition. This data comprises 
avery complete resume of the rate sit- 
uation in other states, and includes 
maps, charts, rate comparisons, traffic 
and revenue statistics and other valu- 
able data, which are open to reference 
from parties interested. 

Rate Expert Webster read a 
ment showing that, following notice 
from the carriers in Georgia, Decem- 
ber, 1914, that it was their purpose to 
file with the commission a petition 
asking for revision in Georgia intra- 
state freight rates, the commission, 
through its rate department, began a 
general investigation as to the intra- 
state rate conditions existing through- 
out the country generally; the basis for 
same: the actual rates in effect; the 
method of construction, and the return 
to the carriers under rate schedules 
effective in the vdrious states. This 
study was specially directed to rate 
conditions in the southeastern states. 
The commission’s rate expert visited 
in person each of the southern com- 
missions and secured official informa- 
tion as to the rates effective in these 
neighboring states. As a result, the 
commission is in possession of official 
and authentic data as to the Class rates 
operative in all southern states, 
also the actual going rates in effect 
on selected commodities, which, in the 
opinion of this commission, move in 
large quantities between points in this 
state. 

Comparative tables were prepared 
and were placed in the commission's 
record for its further consideration 
in connection with this case. By di- 
rection of and under direction of the 
commission there have been prepared 
graphic rate charts reflecting the pres- 
ent scale of class rates compared with 
the petitioned-for acale of Class rates 

Rates on Commodities. 

The commission has also prepared 
in a similar manner and between most 
of the designated routes above shown 
statement showing presént and pro- 
posed rates on Various selected com- 
modities which move in considerable 
volume in Georgia. 

The commission had the carriers pre- 
pare and file in its office numerous 
statements showing the movement of 
traffic and the revenues received there- 
from, between Georgia points, under 
the present scale of rates, compared 
with what the revenue would have been 
had the proposed rates been operative 
at the time of movement, and collected 
by carriers on the identical shipments 
moving. These statements were pre- 
pared to show the movement of traffic 
via all routes to every destination in 
Georgia to which traffic moved during 
the first seven days in July and Octo- 
ber, 1913, and January and April, 1/4 
these periods being selected as fair] 
typical weeks from which the year’s 
movement could be approximately es- 
timated. Much other similar data has 
been, gathered by the commission. 

The commission stated: 

“These charts, maps, rate compari- 
gona, traffic and revenue statistics and 
data have been prepared and compiled 
without bias or prejudice, with the 
view only of having in the record in- 
formation which the commission thinks 
's Hkely to be helpful in a considera- 
tion of the issue in the case. 

“The commission has not at this time 
drawn any conclusions therefrom. and 
they are now enumerated in order 
that interested parties may have no-

Winburn Presents Petition. 


President W. A. Winburn. of the Central 
of Georgia HRallway company, presented to 
the railroad commission of Georgia the peti- 
tion of the railroads of Georgia for a re- 

of freight rates within the. state. 

began his statement by tracing the 
construction of railroad freight rates in the 
south, by explaining their competition with 
water rates and called attention to the fact 
that the south (east of the Mississippi and 
south of the Ohio and Potomac rivers) coy- 
ered only one-sixth of the total area of the 
(United States, but contained within or along 
its boundaries, slightly less than one-half 
of the navigable waters of the United States. 
It is a known fact that .water freight 
rates are less than railroad freight rates 
between the same or similar points 

He stated that the early reports of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company of 
(seorgia referred to the trouble the directors 
road had in explaining to ship- 
pers this fact. Thus, in the early period 
of rail transportation in Georgia, the long 
and short haul issue was raised. Even in 
those days it was shown that the vast ma- 
jority of shippers resented the then in- 
equality of freight rates rather than the 
measure of the rates themselves, which 
dissatisfaction it was thought doubtless con- 
tributed largely to the creation of the rail- 
road commission of Georgia in 1879. 

Mr. Winburn stated that the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia was at that time in fa- 
vor of the general application of the long 
and short haul principle now embodied in 
the interstate commerce act, and cited a 
number of quotations from the early re- 
ports of the commission bearing on this sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Winburn then referred to the power 
given the interstate commerce commission 
under an act of 1910 to fix maximum rates 
and stated that in the same year, the pow- 
er of carriers to initiate rates lower to 
some points than to an intermediate point 
was taken away. ‘In other words,” he ex- 
plained, “the entire matter of carrying in- 
terstate lower rates for longer than for 
shorter hauls was placed in the control of 
the interstate commerce commission.” 

Mr. Winburn declared that the pending 
petition now before the ratiroad commis- 
sion of Georgia seeks to harmonize the ad- 
justment of (intra) state rates with the re- 
vised interstate rates. He followed this 
statement with a number of interesting in- 
stances showing the anomolous conditions 
now existing which should be corrected. 


What Petition Contemplates. 


He stated that the petition contemplates 
advances generally in the mileage scale for 
distances less than 130 miles, and reductions 
for greater distances; also advances for cer- 
tain commodities on which it was thought 
that the existing rates are entirely 
inadequate, being lower than the _ rates 
of many other States where trans- 
portation conditions are similar, and 
lower than the interstate rates on the 
same articles into and out of Georgia. Mr 
Winburn further stated that it was the be- 
lief of the railroads of Georgia that the 
maximum rates that the railroads are now 
permitted to charge are too low, and cited 
a number of instances in support of that 
claim. He stated that the rates prescribed 
by the commission on the mileage scale in 
1880 were believed to be too low as a 
standard to be used at that time, but since 
there had been a leveling down pro- 
cess brought about by changes in claassifi- 
cation, by the extension of continuous mile- 
age tariffs, by percentage reductions in joint 
rates, by special rates on articles of im- 
portance, and by reductions in the standard 
scale itself. The rates on articles moving 
in the largest volume have been reduced 
by changes in classification and hy changes 
in per car weights. 

Another rule of the commission cited by 
Mr. Winburn as a cause of reduction in the 
revenues of the roads was that which pro-

Mr. Winburn declared that the modifica- 
tion in the state rates suggested by the 
carriers are reasonable in principle and 
amount; necessary to adjust the state rates 
with the interstate rates, and that they 
will not retard the development of the com- 
mercial interests of the state. 

Mr. Winburn touched briefly on the 
changes in trade conditions which will in- 
evitably result from the radical reductions 
of interstate rates to many points of con- 
sumption, and the almost revolutionary 
changes in agricultural practices which are 
at work in the south and will minimize the 
freight business of the railroads, both in and 
out-bond. 

He called attention to the large expen- 
ditures which have been made in’ recent 
years for improvement of roadway and 
equipment, and continued expenditures of 
this character which must be made in the 
future. He pointed out that reductions in

Mr. Brand set forth figures and 
statistics showing the earnings and 
expenses of the Coast Line in Georgia 
and comparing the conditions under 
which this road operates with the con- 
ditions under which class C roads op- 
erate. 

Mr. Brand declared that the 
part of the Coast Line in Georgia runs 
for many miles through an undevelop- 
ed and very sparsely settled territory, 
and that it is necessary to pay the 
operating expenses of the road through 
this territory, although the road de- 
rives but small revenue from thia ter- 
ritory. This, he said, is a tremendous 
handicap to the road and is a reason 
whv it should be allowed to charge 
the rates asked. 

Lumber Traffic Falling Off. 

Brand declared that the Coast 
line derives its traffic largely f 
the farm and forest products of 
territory which it serves, and that the 
lumber traffic in Georgia is falling 
off—-that Georgia is falling behind in 
her rank in the union as a lumber 
state His statement was later chal- 
lenged by Mr. Wimbish, who wanted 
to know if the fact were not that 
Georgia's lumber and naval ‘stores in- 
dustry is maintaining its own, but 
that the lumber industry is increasing 
in other states Mr. Brand quoted the 
I'nited States census figures to show 
the correctness of his statement, and 
further declared that the falling off 
of the Coast Line's lumber traffic in- 
dicated this condition. 

Brand stated that 60 per cent 

Coast Line’s mileage in Geor- 
through an undeveloped and 

sparsely populated section of the state, 
although the Coast Line is doing every- 
thing possible to build this section up. 
Due to these disadvantageous condi- 
tions, he said, it would be impossible 
for the Coast Line to maintain a serv- 
ice satisfactory to its patrons ff it 
depended upon its present revenue de- 
rived from Georgia intrastate traffic. 

Mr. Brand gave a history of the Coast 
Line in Georgia, showing that when 
a number of roads in Georgia went into 
the hands of receivers, the Plant sys- 
tem, because Mr. Plant put up the 
money to keep the road out of the 
hands of a receiver, did not so suf- 
fer. Hie then pointed out that the 
roads which went into the hands of 
receivers were allowed to increase 
their rates, while the Plant system 
was not allowed to do so, and that he 
knew of no other reason for this ex- 
cept that the road did not go into the 
hands of a receiver. 

Mr. Brand was closely cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Wimbisth, who asked 
him as to the correctness of a mass of 
figures. Mr. Brand requested a list 
of the questions which Mr. Wimbish 
wished answered, which war's furnished, 
and he promised to furnish the infor- 
mation desired. Mr. Wimbish’'s figures 
and tthe use he was making of them 
were repeatedly challenged by Mr. Cal- 
laway, who asked that Mr. Wimbish 
produce reports ‘showing the correct- 
ness of the figures.

Impressive Reception Is Given 
Dorsey in White and Habersham 


Hugh Dorsey Receives Big: 
Surprise When He 
Rushed by Friends to i. 
orest, Where Whole Town 
Turns Out to Greet the 
Popular Candidate.

(Special Staff Correspondent.) 

Demorest, Ga., August 17.—(Special.) 
Hugh Dorsey was given one of the 
greatest surprises of his life early last 
night when, upon leaving Cleveland 
in the automobile of Paul Carpenter 
and Dr. Horace Grant, bound sup- 
posedly for Clarkesville, where he was 
scheduled to speak Thursday morning; 
he suddenly found himself being rush- 
ed into Demorest, the Habersham in- 
dustrial center, where one of the most 
impressive reeeptions of his campaign 
was staged in the town park. 

There he wa'’s greeted by crowds of 
schoolgirls who bombarded him with 
wild flowers, by a regiment of Camp 
Fire Girls and young women, and by 
loud cheers from a squad of Boy 
Scouts, while a band, imported from 
Cornelia, paid harmonious homage.. 

It was an inspiring scene. Special 
lights had been placed in the park 
pavilion, which was decorated in flags 
and bunting. Five hundred or more 
men, women and children were gath- 
ered about the terraces, and a delega- 
tion of town and county officials oc- 
cuplied the improvised platform. An 
address of introduction was delivered 
by Dr. Grant, followed by a word of 
prophecy from Mayor J. S. Adams, who, 
at the outset of the campaign, was 
opposed to Dorsey. 

“Scramble Aboard Now.” 

“There are a good many in Haber- 
sham,” he said from the platform, “who 
are inclined to jump from their pres- 
ent seats and mount the Dorsey band 
wagon. I'd advise them to scramble 
aboard—without delay.” 

Dorsey left the park laden with 
flowers, while his friends, too, carried 
huge armsful. There were daisies, 
forget-me-nots, jessamines, violets, 
roses, 
description. Fifty little school 
dren of Demorest had spent the en- 
tire day in the valleys beyond the lake 
gathering them. 

Dorsey did not address the crowd, 
due to the condition of his throat, as 
the result of the second ‘speech of the 
day, delivered in the open air at Cleve- 
land. The cheering crowd surrounded 
him, and escorted him to the hotel amid 
rousing cheers. The reception had been 
planned days ahead as a surprise. 

Dr. Grant and Mr. Carpenter were 
sent in a machine to Cleveland, fif- 
teen miles distant, to decoy the can- 
didate to Demorest. Their ruse ‘suc- 


ceeded, and the car was met at the 


outskirts of the town by a long pag- 
eant of flower-laden automobiles fill- 
ed with residents of Demorest and low- 


er Habersham. 

The day’s happenings at Cleveland, 
the county seat of White, are proof 
that not for many years has a candi- 
date won such great popularity. Cleve- 
land is a town of two streets, and

gious a large proportion of persons ex- 
posed are immune.” 

Despite the New York epidemic, Sur- 
geon Frost said the most striking char- 
acteristic of the disease is that it is 
most severe in rural communities rath- 
er than in cities. He said 90 per cent 
of cases occurred among children un- 
der 10 years of age. There are few in- 
fections of persons exposed in their 
own families, he stated. 

Dr. George Draper, of the New York 
health board, said milk possibly was a 
source of infection, and that while at 
first negroes were believed immune, 
cases lately had appeared among that 
race.

Suspects in Wurm Case 
Will Be Tried in Municipal 
Court—Wurm May Have 
Discovered Systematic Rob- 
bery at Plant. 


The preliminary trial of J. T. Ross 
and his ‘son, Leonard Ross, held in 
connection with Wurm case. will be 
held at 10 o'clock this morning in the 
municipal court. 

The city detectives who arrested the 
Rosses will seek to establish their con- 
nection with an alleged systematic 
robbery of copper wire from the At- 
lantic Steel company’s plant. Knowl- 
edge of this alleged systematic rob- 
bery of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
Valuable wire from the Atlantic Steel 
company by young John Wurm, the 
murdered timekeeper of the plant, is 
believed by the detectives to have led 
to his death. 

“We are unable to get the Rosses 
to give any statements,” said Detec- 
tive Chief Newport Lanford last night. 
“We will seek to ‘show that they know 
something of the systematic robbery 
of copper wire from the plant, and will 
attempt to introduce evidence to show 
that Wurm knew something of this 
robbery, and that his knowledge of 
same led to his murder, which was 
disclosed by the finding of his body in 
the Chattahoochee river, one week 
after his disappearance.” 

The Rosses' hearing was set for 
this morning, following a demand by 
Attorney William M. Smith and John 
8. Highsmith, counsel for the accused 
father and son. It was necessary for 
Judge Andy Calhoun, of the city crim- 
inal court, to sign an order that the 
preliminary trial be held in the mu- 
nicipal court, otherwise the Rosses’ 
hearing would not have been held un- 


til the regular September term of the 
city criminal court. 


POSTMASTERS NOW 
WILL HELP RECRUIT 
MEN FOR THE ARMY 


The president may now order post- 
masters of the second, third and fourth 
class offices to secure recruits for the 
negular army. For each recruit secured 
the postmaster will be given 35. Or- 
ders to this effect were received by 
Lieutenant Heidt, United States army, 
recruiting officer for this district, yes- 
terday. 

Postmasters in this district will com- 
municate directly with the Atlanta sta- 
tion, and the station with them. As soon 
as Lieutenant Heidt receives notice of 
a recruit he will send a man to get 
him and bring him to Atlanta. 

On the lieutenant’s last trip through 
the district, the second trip in August, 
he secured 39 men for the regular army. 
The recruiting has improved since the 
new appropriations bill was passed, for 
now when a recruit finds that he has 
been accepted he is given a railroad 
ticket and starts at once for Atlanta. 


GEORGIAN IS HONORED 
IN CONNECTICUT STATE 


Lucian L. Knight, compiler of rec- 
ords, has been honored with an invita- 
tion from the people of Wallingford, 
Conn., to deliver the address at the 
unveiling of the granite boulder which 
is being ereated on the site of the 
birthplace of Dr. Lyman Hall, one of 
the Georgia signers of the declaration 
of independence in that town. The 
unveiling will be on October 19. The 
governor and other statehouse officials 
have been invited. 

Dr. Hall is buried in Augusta un- 
der the monument erected to the Geor- 
gia signers. In addition to being a 
member of the continental congress, Dr.
